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Introduction 


There are ten! linguistic groups of Indians in 
Canada — Algonkian, Iroquoian, Siouan, Athapaskan, 
Kootenayan, Salishan, Wakashan, Tsimshian, Haida 
and Tlingit. Each linguisti¢ group is composed of a 
number of sub-groups speaking related languages or 
dialects. In some cases, dialects within a linguistic 
group may be so similar as to be more or less mutually 
intelligible. Siouan, Kootenayan, Haida and Tlingit are 
each represented by only one language in Canada. 

Common linguistic affiliations between groups of 
Indians do not necessarily mean common cultural 
affiliations. Thus, the Blackfoot of the Plains and the 
Micmacs of the Maritimes are both classified linguisti- 
cally as Algonkian but their traditional ways of life 
differed greatly. Again, the Coast Salish and Interior 
Salish Indians speak related languages or dialects yet 
their cultures were as different as the two distinct 
geographic regions they inhabit. In other instances, 
however, there is a parallel between the linguistic and 
cultural backgrounds of Indian groups, so much so 
that the designations given to linguistic and cultural 
areas are sometimes identical. This is seen in the case 
of the Iroquoians, and apart from the Blackfoot and 
Plains Cree, is applicable to the Algonkians. 

A further case for consideration is found where 
several linguistic groups share much the same cultural 
background. This occurs on the Pacific Coast with the 
Salishan, Wakashan, Tsimshian and Haida peoples. 
It occurs again in the Interior Plateau which lies be- 
tween the Rocky Mountains and the Pacific Coast 
Range in British Columbia and the Yukon. Here are 
found Kootenayans, Interior Salish, Athapaskans and 
Tlingits (Tagish), all sharing approximately the same 
traditional culture or at least having made similar 
adjustments to the environment. The well known 
Plains culture was shared by Siouans, Algonkians and 
by a few Athapaskans. 

Although, as previously noted, the Athapaskan 
Indians are found in the Interior Plateau and on the 
Plains, they are also found throughout the Mackenzie 
River system. They are, in fact, the only linguistic 
group of Indians in this vast area where the traditional 
way of life differed little from band to band.

The sharing of culture by different linguistic 
groups, the adoption of more than one culture by a 
single linguistic group, and the existence of numerous 
languages or dialects within the same linguistic group, 
are understandable in the light of what probably took 
place in the history of aboriginal Canada. There can 
be little doubt that early arrivals in the various geo- 
graphic regions of Canada were followed by other 
Indian peoples speaking different languages and 
bringing different cultures. As time went on, it appears 
that the borrowing of customs or cultural traits between 
two or more groups within a geographic region led to 
the development of a relatively common culture such 
as was found on the Pacific Coast or on the Plains. 
The environment itself also must have exercised some 
influence on this process at least insofar as the econ- 
omy of the peoples was concerned. 

Languages apparently were less susceptible than 
customs to borrowing within the Plains culture area 
at least during comparatively recent times. As a result, 
the different linguistic groups in this area maintained 
their languages while developing a common culture. 
This tendency to maintain language over culture, 
coupled with the fact of migration, could also explain 
the adoption of more than one culture by a single 
linguistic group such as the Athapaskans, the Algon- 
kians or the Salishans.? 

The explanation of the existence of numerous 
languages or dialects within a single linguistic group 
may be found in the process of linguistic change. It 
is known that, as the result of forces within itself, a 
language changes in numerous directions. Thus, where 
a language group splits into several fairly isolated 
communities, as so often happens with the Indians, 
each community may then develop its own variation 
of the original language, initially as a dialect and in 
time as another language. Providing the change has 
not been too far advanced the linguist can find a re- 
lationship between dialects or languages derived from 
the original tongue. It is on the basis of such rela- 
tionships that the ten linguistic groups of Indians in 
Canada have been determined. 


The classification adopted here is according to Diamond Jenness in “The Indians of Canada” (see bibliography). While agree- 


ment is not unanimous among linguists on the exact number of Indian language families which can be listed for Canada, no 
languages are classified together in this paper whose relationships are not generally accepted by competent authorities. 
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The Tagish who live in the Plateau culture area around Atlin and Teslin Lakes appear to have been an exception. It has 


been suggested by Jenness and Hodge (see Bibliography) that the Tagish were originally an Athapaskan speaking people who later 
adopted the language of neighbouring Alaskin Coast Tlingits which they now speak. Jenness indicates that this resulted from 
complete dominance by the Coast Tlingits during the fur trading era. 


Culture Areas 


Altogether six major culture areas may be recognized insofar as the Indians of Canada are concerned. 
Each of these already has been referred to but are summarized here as follows:

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The Kootenayans originally lived on the prairies but were driven into the mountainous area of southeastern British Columbia 


by hostile Indians. When first encountered by the early fur traders their culture was still partly oriented to the Plains although 
they had been forced to adjust economically to their new environment. 


Table of Indian Bands 


Today the Indians of Canada are grouped accord- 
ing to bands, each of which is a separate community 
occupying one or more reserves of land set aside for its 
use and benefit by the Canadian Government. Generally 
speaking, these bands derive from the original village 
or band units living in the culture areas previously 
noted. Members of the same band, therefore, usually 
share a common linguistic and cultural background. 
Exceptions sometimes occur where two or more of the 
traditional bands units have grouped together for 
various reasons. For example, it was the habit of certain 
bands speaking different languages to camp in the vicin- 
ity of French or English trading posts. These camping 
grounds often became the principal home of the bands 
concerned who gradually amalgamated as one band. In 
other cases, bands depleted in population were amalga- 
mated by the Government for administrative purposes. 
Displacement and redistribution of population caused 
by Indian wars sometimes led to the regrouping of 
bands on the basis of alliances. 


The following table lists the Indians of Canada 
according to the name of the band and provinces in 
which they are found and indicates their population 
(as of January 1, 1970), the linguistic groups to which 
they belong, their native languages or dialects and the 
culture areas with which they are historically associ- 
ated. It should be kept in mind, however, that many 
Indians no longer speak their traditional languages and 
that much of traditional Indian culture has all but 
disappeared.
